The sun will go down in eclipse this 
evening. The moon will get in the way 
of the setting orb, and there will be a 
period of totality lasting here only twenty 
seconds. The eclipse will be spectacular 
enough from a popular point of view. 
but naval observatory officials will pay 
no attention to it, as the event has hap- 
pened so often that there is no scientific 
interest in it. 

In fact, even the exact time of the 
eclipse has not been calculated to several 
places.of decimals, as is the case with 
siderial happenings of real interest to 
the government astronomers.
